Tyler Industrial 
Fund Operations 
Listed For Clubs 


Henry Bell. Tyler banker, today 
told 
members 
of 
Corsicana's 
three civic Icubs and civic and 
Industrial leaders how Tyler's in- 
dustrial foundation was set up and 
how it operates. 


The originally-planned fund of 
$100,000 has 
been increased . to 


$300,000 In Tyler and 
now the 


fund 
has 
investments 
totalling 
more ' than $850,000 on property 
and 
buildings valued 
at 
more 
than $2,000,000, he said. 


He said the industrial fund has 
been 
directly 
responsible 
for 
bringing 
five new industries to 
Tyler 
and indirectly responsible 
for two more, 


Tyler, the banker said, 
has 
65 Industries which employ 3,581 
persons and has total annual 
payrolls of $9,285,264. These in- 
dustries paid the city a total of 
5115,292 in taxes last eyar. 
"The seven firms brought 
to 
Tyler by our industrial founda- 
tion,'' Bell said, "use 20 per cent 
of the employes, pay 23 percent 
of the salaries and 40 per cent of 
the taxes." 


He went on to state that a city 
needs more than 
an 
industrial 


fund to get industries. 


"The city must have something 
which makes It the best site for 
the industry. 
It must work to 


find out what industries are go- 
ing to move and to invite them. 
It needs good hospitality, a good 
type 
of labor and 
agricultural 
development," Bell said. 


No city will get new Industries 
unless they invite them, he ad- 
ded. 


In order to have a successful 
foundation, Bell said 
it 
means 
the assistance of legal brains and 
someone to do the work at his 
own expense. 


Bell said the Tyler foundation 
was originally set up as 'a $100,- 
000 corporation but by the time 
it was approved in March. 1945, 
it • was incorporated for $200,000.

Big Sub Fleet Believed Included In 
Russian Craft In Korean War Sector

WASHINGTON, July 
13.—UP)— 
Russia is believed to have an 
assorted 
collection of 'about 800 
naval 
craft 
deployed near 
the 
Korean 
war area—including be- 
tween 70 and 80 submarines. 
Naval sources here figuie that 
perhaps a third of this school of 
submarines are 
the 
new XXI 
Snorkels. 


Although' the 800' total esti- 
mate Is numerically big, there 
is no present evidence that 
it 
comprises anything like a bal- 
anced naval force. Those study- 
Ing the situation believe many 
of these vessels are small Craft 
of various types and that cer- 
tainly nothing 
bigger 
than 


cruisers are in the area. 
So far as can be determined, 


the Russian navy still possesses 
no aircraft carriers. 


One unknown factor seems to 


be how many of the smaller Sov- 
iet vessels may be landing craft 
or types that could be used in 
emergency 
for 
an amphibious 
operation. 


The presence in the Far East 


of any sizeable number of landing 
craft could be of grave concern 
to American forces. They could be 
used to provide an amphibious 
"lift" for North Korean flanking 
operations down the South Ko- 
rean coast lines. 
Or they might 
some day be used in an attempt- 
ed operation against the Amercan 
defense bastion In Japan should 
Russia and the United States fall 
into gloves-off war.

Military Plane 
Crashes In Rough 
Mountain Sector 


TUCSON, Ariz., July 13.—(ff)—A 


big military plane crashed and ex- 
ploded into a mass of flames in the 
rugged Galuro mountains of south- 
ern Arizona early today. 


Six hours after the crash, a search 
plane reported sighting wreckage 
and 
three 
survivors. Parachutes 
were spread on a ridge. 


Davis-Monthan Air Force base 
here said the type of military plane 
had not been established. B-29 Sup- 
erfortresses and the more modern 
B-50s operate out of the base reg- 
ularly. Both four-engine types carry 
a normal crew of 11. 
Scene of the wreckage is about 


40 miles northeast of Tucson in 
some of Arizona's roughest coun- 
try. 


Cllffard Stahl, pilot of the CAP 
search plane from which the wreck- 
age was sighted, returned to the 
air force base here and reported 
the location of the wreckage. A 
rescue party and ambulances left 
the base immediately.

west of Willcox, at 12:20 a. m.

Texas May Pass 
7V2-Million Mark 
In 1950 Census 


By The Associated Press 
Texas' chances 
of passing the 


7,500,000 mark in the 1950 census 
improved mightily today. 


All that is necessary is for Harris 


county—which 
includes 
bustling 
Houston and its populous suburbs 
—to exceed 620,000. Harris county 
is expected to pass that figure. The 
preliminary nose-counts for Harris 
county and Houston are expected 
to be announced in a few days. 


Here's the way the situation sizes 
up:Bexar (San Antonio) county's pre- 
liminary 1950 population was an- 
nounced today as 496,050. San An- 
tonio's figure was 406,811. 
Associated Press compilations cov- 
ering the 252 counties already an- 
nounced—with Bexar and 
Harris 


counties the only gaps—totaled 6,- 
387,188. 
Add that 252-county cumulative 
total of 6,387,188 to Bexar county's 
496,050 and you get 6,883,238. That's 
just 616,762 short of 7,500,000. 
There is another factor: The pre- 
liminary figures for counties are 
revised from time to time, always 
upward, as "missing persons" are 
corraled by the census bureau. Fur- 
ther, all figures now being announc- 
ed are preliminary. The final, offi- 
cial figures will come much later 
from Washington. Additional revis- 
ions which show up in the Wash- 
ington 
announcement are much 


more likely to show additions than 
substractions. 
If Texas passes the 7,500,000 mark 
it will be a whopping gain of more 
than a million over the 1940 figure 
of 6,414,824.

Senators Urge

WASHINGTON, July 13.— Iff)— 
The Senate Armed Services com- 
mittee unanimously agreed today 
that the Armed Services 
should 
seek faster delivery of several bil- 
lion dollars worth of combat air- 
craft now on order. 
Chairman Tydings (D-Md.) an- 


nounced the group had taken that 
stand at a closed meeting.

said it adopted this resolution: 
"In view of the present critical 
Korean situation and the threat- 
ening situation 
throughout 
the 


world, it is the opinion of the Sen- 
ate committee on armed services 
that the

establishment 


should immediately give consider- 
ation to accelerating the delivery 
of planes on order to the maximum 
extent necessary." 
Tydings said that "several bil- 


lion dollars" worth of aircraft now 
are on order for the Air Force, the 
Navy and Marines. 
A speed-up in deliveries would 
mean an increase in the present 
rate of military spending since orig- 
inal plans were to spread the cost 
of the planes over a long period. 
Army Denies Plan 
For Second Call

The army said today there "is no 
present plan" to issue a second 
draft call. It asked last Monday 
for 20,000 draftees.

IN KOREA, July 13.— (ff)— Ameri- 
can troops who covered the retreat 
from Chochiwon said today "the 
withdrawal was damn orderly." 
"If it wasn't we wouldn't have 
brought so many back," said Lt, 
James Bufano, 2952 Fenton Ave., 
The Bronx, N. Y. 
He said the Communists tried to 
"raise hell with the pull-out" but 
mortar and artillery fire splashed 
harmlessly in nearby rice paddies. 
Only four shells of the fairly heavy 
barrage fell in the city. 
Lt. Delbert Gates of JoinervlUe, 
Texas, covered the withdrawal 
with a machincgun "until the last 
man I could see was out." 
Gates said some Americans 
headed In the wrong direction, 
but they have a chance of work- 
ing back to their own lines. Many 
returned to U. S. positions during 
the night. 
The American front was quiet to- 


day.Battle seasoning is building con- 
fidence in the American GI. 
A 
big morale builder has been Amer- 
ican air action even though there 
have been mistaken strafings of U. 
S. positions. 
"The damned North Koreans are 
taking a hell of a lot worse of it 
than we are," said Gates. "Every 
time the air hits them they get a 
real bloody nose. 
"Every time there's a fight it 
takes a couple of days for them to 
straighten themselves out." 


A senior front line officer who 
is a veteran of the European war 
said "the guys (infantrymen) get- 
ting shot at don't see much of 
what our air force is doing.

examinations for. the first Texans 
called by draft boards .will begin 
Aug. 7, State Selective Service head- 
quarters announced today. 
First inductions will be sometime 
in September. 
Registrants selected by local draft 
boards -will be sent to main army 
recruiting stations in Texas and 
Louisiana Aug. 7-11 inclusive, Brig. 
Gen. Paul L. Wakefield, State di- 
rector, said. 
State headquarters is now work- 
ing on quotas for each of the State's 
107 draft boards. Texas has been 
called on for 1,005 men. 
"We have to send enough men 
to the examining stations to be 
sure we will get enough passed 
to fill our call," Gen. Wakefield 
said. "We'll be ready just as soon 
as we can with the exact figure." 
The examining stations are at 


Amarillo, El Paso, San 
Antonio, 
Dallas, Houston and Shreveport, La. 
The men who pass the August ex- 
aminations will be inducted in Sep- 
tember. The exact date is not yet 
known. 
Local boards will send men for 
examination by the shortest and 
most economical routes, Wakefield 
said. 
When registrants go up for their 
physical examinations, they are re- 
turned to their local boards, wheth- 
er accepted or rejected.

U. S. Communists have increased 
their underground operations dur- 
ing the past year, FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover said today. The re- 
sult, he said, is the heaviest work 
load his agency ever has handled. 
In an annual review of FBI ac- 


tivities for the fiscal year which 
ended June 30, Hoover said the 
number of investigations involv- 
ing internal security and national 
defense is at a record level, exceed- 
ing the volume of similar work 
during the World War H years. 
"The increased 
work load," 


thn report saitl, "stems from the 
activities of the Communist par- 
ty and the 
expanded orbit of 


their underground operations. 
"Increased

were reported to favor an early 
White House request for powers 
comparable to those of World War 
II, under which automobile assem- 
bly lines could be converted to 
tanks and guns, and radio and 
television plants to radar equip- 
ment. 
Others, it was said, advocate a 
"wait-and-see" policy, or one which 
would call controls into play only 
as needed. 
Foremost responsibility for ad- 


vising Truman rests on two men, 
Secretary of Defense Johnson and 
Chairman W. Stuart Symington of 
the National Securities Resources 
Board (NSRB). The latter agency 
Is responsible for industrial mobi- 
lization planning; its general posi- 
tion was reported to be as fol- 
lows: 
1. NSRB is rounding out a com- 


plete program of emergency pow- 
ers but has not yet presented such 
a program 'of price, wage and man- 
power controls and materials allo- 
cation to Truman. 
2. NSRB has received from the 
White House no request for a 
piogram of limited controls, such 
as a voluntary system of ration- 
Ing steel or other currently tight 
materials. 
3. The mobiliation agency, as a 


general policy, opposes "limited" 
or piecemeal control measures on 
grounds that World War II ex- 
perience showed them to be un- 
workable. 
The major pressure, so far, of- 


ficials said, has come from indus- 
try and from Congress members. 
A good deal of it originated with 
smaller manufacturing companies 
which have sought government al- 
locations on grounds that their 
suppliers are not delivering enough 
materials to keep their plants in 
full operation. 
With the arrival of increasingly 


pessimistic reports from the Kore- 
an front, there has been growing 
seitiment for much more drastic 
measures. However, the advocates 
of a quick plunge into home-front 
mobilization apparently are less 
numerous than those who feel that 
action should be delayed until the 
needs of the Armed Forces be- 
come clearer. 
Many civilian officials hold that 


the new military outlays of $1,000,- 
000,000 or $2,000,000,000 can be ab- 
sorbed without controls—or, If on- 
ly slighter larger, with voluntary 


measures or very limited govern- 
ment regulation. 


On the other "hand, government 
experts estimate that if new de- 
fense spending proves necessary on 
a scale approaching $10,000,000,000 
a year or thereabouts—besides Ko- 
rea, there are needs of Atlantic 
pact nations to consider—controls 
inevitably will be needed to cushion 
the Inflationary impact. 
The problem then would be how 
to pile a huge load of munitions 
orders on the steel, auto and other 
basic industries which already are 
running at or near capacity 
in 


filing the boom demands of a pros- 
perous civilian economy. 
To allocate metals, either by 


voluntary or mandatory meas- 
ures, would be to run the risk of 
grey markets, hoarding and spec- ' 
illation; also the price of substi- 
tute materials would rise. This, 
in turn, would create demands for 
price control, then for wage con- 
trol to help hold the price line, 
and finally for manpower con- 
trol to discourage workers from 
leaving essential Industries. 
Such cycles were typical of World 
War II experience, and are said to 
underly the reasoning that it would 
be better for the government to 
wait, if possible, 
until military 


needs have crystalized before push- 
Ing ahead with a request for. con- 
trol legislation. 
Summing up, officials said Tru- 


man has three choices, if he final- 
ly comes to the decision that con- 
trol powers are inevitable. 
These 
are:First, to seek each piece of legis- 
lation as it 
becomes 
necessary. 
This, it is agreed, would be less dis- 
ruptive immediately to 
business 
and far less likely to start a pan- 
icky buying and hoarding rush 
among consumers—but it is seen 
as the least effective system. 


Second, to take the bull by tno 
horns and seek quick controls of 
every type which might ' prove 
needed for a long and costly ef- 
fort. 
Third, to seek "standby" author- 


ity providing all the powers which 
might be needed, with the under- 
standing that 
they 
would 
be 
brought into play only as conditions 
warranted. 
The last alternative- was, the 
one envisaged by NSRB In pre- 
paring the proposed emergency 
mobilization act, which has been 
under constant revision. This 20- 
title bill, officials have stated,

• If you've been getting frequent 
headaches this summer, ' ,'and at- 
tributing them to heat, hard worn 
or diet deficiency, 
you'd better 
check vour eyes. Perhaps you've 
been using them a lot in bright 
sunlight without th.e protection of 
sunglasses^ 
/ 


Sungla'sses are necessary to pre- 


vent 
: a loss in your eye's sensitiv- 


ity to light,, says Dr.' Robert H. 
Peckham. associate professor of 
research opthamology '• at Temple 
University. Dr. Peckham, who was 
a member of the Army-Navy Vis- 
ion Committee 
during the war, 


says that "this loss of sensitivity 
to light/results in a drop in visual 
acuity—sharpness 
of seeing—par- 


ticularly at night." It is greatest 
the night after exposure to sunlight 
which uses up the visual purple— 
a chemical on the retina of the eye 
that i-3 needed if vou are to see— 
faster than the eye can restore It 
normally. 


Researchers 
have 
found 
.that 


whenever you are out in the bright 
sun for an extended time between 
the hours of 11 a. m. and 4 p. m. 
in;the northern zones and between 
10 a. m. and 4 p. m. in southern 
zones, you should wear glasses. It 
is possible to lose from 50 to 90 
per cent of night vision ability af- 
ter prolonged unprotected expos- 
ure. 
The National Safety Council 
states that two-thirds of the auto- 
mobile accidents occur after dark 
—many of these due to 
people 


with reduced "night vision." 


Dr. Peckham says it is not nec- 
essary to buy expensive sunglasses 
—he claims the inexpensive glasses 
are just as effective and will not 
affect normal vision. He has de- 
termined that the density of color 
is the most important factor in sun- 
glasses, since the purpose is to 
reduce the glare of reflected sun- 
light and in some -cases, artificial 
light. 


EYES RIGHT 
Flex-fit bars 


help to adjust classes to suit the 
face. 
Sun glasses vary according to 


the purpose, he explains. During 
the war the Navy chose dark grey, 
the Army different shades of green 
and the Air Force brown-grey and 
sage green. Dr. Peckham • suggests 
.reenish-yellow, yellowish-green or 
blue-green lenses for flying and 
the beach; brownish grey lenses 
for mountain-climbing, skiing or 
snow shoeing; flesh-colored and 
"smoke" lenses for people such as 
green-eyed red-heads who are hy- 
per-sensitive to sunlight. 
Amber 
lenses arc effective around beach- 
es and for flying but should never 
bo used while driving since they 
distort color perception of traffic 
lights. Sun glasses should never 
be worn at night. 


All sorts' of sun glasses 
are 


available in beautiful and flatter- 
ing shades and at budget prices, 
so that no sun basker should be 
without them. There are flex-fit 
glasses with bars that bend at the 
temples and ears for the hard-to- 
fit, "sun-lashes"—glasses with plas- 
tic eyelashes which lend a new 
fashion note, and any number of 
other smart colorful sunglasses to 
suit any girl.'

There 
is nothing illegitimate in a 
lobby's act of inducing leg- 
islators to mail out their lit- 
erature, .or on the part of 
congressmen in doing so. 'But 
the incident sheds an addi- 
tional ray of light on the per- 
ennial inability of the Post- 
Office Department to live 
within its budget.

ernment offices and mem-

postage stamps on their mail. 
But it is quite possible that 
important- savings would re- 
sult if better controls! were 
established over, free mail- 
ings,~ with government of- 
fices and other holders of 
the franking privilege re- 
quired to account for the 
amount of matter mailed.

less for liquor, says the De- 
partment of Commerce. Not 
only, was the 1949 expendi- 
tures less than'that of. 1948,. 
but 1948 showed a drop from 
1947. Lest anyone be too 
elated, 1947 was the all-time 
top year for drinking in the 
history of the nation. The 
figures are $9,640,000,000 
in 1947, $8,800,000,000 in 
1948' and ?8,550jOOO,000 in 
1949. 


Regardless of their atti- 


tude toward prohibition .or 
drinking generally, few Am- 
ericans will regret to see a 
decline in liquor consump- 
tion. Even with the decline, 
the figures seem appallingly 
high, $57.50 for each person 
in the country. 


With this much money to 


spend on something that at 
best is' purely recreational 
and at worst is harmful, why 
do we- complain so strongly 
about high taxes? 


Maybe because taxes at 


best can never be called rec- 
reational.

Peace J. W. Sheppard. 
Henceforth, all speeders brought 
before Judge Sheppard will be fined 
$1 for each mlle-per-hour rate above 
the limit. 
For example, a motorist who 
drives 50 miles-per-hour through 
a: 25 MPH zone, will be fined $25 
plus court costs. These costs, usually 
run about $9. 
So, a speeder who drives his car 


25.miles an hour above the speed 
limit will draw a total of $34 In fine 
and costs. 
It has been customary to fine 


speeders $1 and costs, or about $10. ' 
But, as Judge Sheppard says; 
(Deeding Is on the increase. In pre- 
cinct 1 justice court the past two 
weeks, some 50 persons have been 
fined for the violation. 
During June, highway patrolmen 
gave approximately 85 tickets to 
speeders—the. chief cause of acci- 
dents. 
Regular speed limits on the high- 
way are 60 MPH for cars, 45 MPH 
for trucks, in the day time; at night 
it is 55 MPH for cars. 
The Judge's plans may slow down 
many speeders, if it works like one 
he adopted for drunkards.

"The power to carry conditions 


of a zoning ordinance should 
be 
sparingly exercised," Associate Jus- 
tice John H. Sharp wrote. 
The city, he said, has the power 


to change Its basic zoning ordin- 
ance, but this power disappears 
"when the facts show and it was 
determined by the trial court that 
the city acted arbitrarily and un- 
reasonably and abused Its discre- 
tion," 
The Weaver suit contended that 
there was no evidence to Justify the 
change, that the city's act was one 
of spot zoning and therefore was 
void, and that the action was deter- 
Imental to the general public. It 
was upheld in trial court and re- 
versed in the court of civil appeals 
The Supreme Court agreed with 
the trial court's^holding.

"Until the penalty is paid, all 
cotton produced on the farm is 
subject to the penalty, and 'a liqn 
on the entire crop will be in et- 
feet -in favor of the United States."

The farmer 
can be declared ineligible for pay- 
ments and 
other benefits 
from

program.

So it is doubtful any 
farmer 


will have to take up stakes and 
move to the1 city—which would 
probably happen if he were de- 
nied the valuable farm program 
benefits.

program, a farmer who opposes 
the benefits is as rare as a Com- 
munist in Wall Street.

"I have received thousands of 


dollars from the government for 
plowing under cotton and -destroy- 
ing livestock, which they made 
me do. 
"They pay me a lot of money 


each year for ditching I must do. 


"They pay me for putting up

If s A Home Project- 
Here's An Interesting Hobby, If 
Your Backyard Is Large Enough To 
Construct a 143-Foot Oil Derrick

Daily Sun Staff. 


Big oil derricks from pieces of 


steel grow—And n. big derrick, 143 
feet high, not counting the 10-foot 
sub-structure, recently was com- 
pleted on a lot in Corsicana. Short- 
ly after it was finished, it 
was 
trucked away to Southern Mississ- 
ippi and now is working in an oil 
field operated by the Roeser-Pend- 
leton Oil and Gas Co., of 
Fort 


Worth. 
The builder, L. L. Temple, 1810 
West First avenue, now is work- 
Ing on a 91-foot job for the VVlso 
Drilling Account, Tyler. He said 
he thought this derrick would bo 
put into operation In East Texas. 
Temple has been building oil well 
derricks and oil well equipment 
since 1936. The 143-foot job was 
the sixth, and biggest, he has built 
in his yard on West First avenue. 
In fact, this was so big that he 
had to rent some land from a neigh- 
bor on Park avenue, the structure 
extending over his property line. 
The smallest derrick he has put 
together was a 74-footer. 
During his oil-equipment days he 
has constructed four complete drill- 
ing rigs 'for United States oil men 
and two for the Mexican govern- 
ment. 
He recalled that the two built for 
the Mexican government were put 
together in Houston. When com- 
pleted they were loaded on railroad 
cars, and the builders had to guar- 
antee delivery across the border. 


Temple said one rig was unload- 
ed in Mexico from the 
railroad 
cars, loaded on trucks and carted 
away. 
When the workers came back for 


the second rig they discovered It 
had been stolen. 
"Imagine that," he said, "a com- 
plete oil rig just disappeared. Aa 
far as I know, the Mexican govern- 
ment doesn't know where that rig 
Is today." 
All the derricks built by Tem- 
plo are of the jackknife or self- 
raising typo They are portable, 
and when not to bo moved too 


i far, they can bo moved without 


I lowering the structure. 


These derricks are not guyed, 


Temple explained, but are bolted to 
the A-frame which serves as the 
base to hold it in place, as well as 
for raising and lowering the der- 
rick itself. 


When the big job was completed 
it required 11 trucks to cart it off 
the lot. Four of the trucks were 
used to carry the sub-structure. 


The sub-structure of the 143-foot- 


er weighing 95,000 pounds, and the 
derrick and crown block weighed 
43,000 pounds, with the crown block 
tipping the scales at five tons. 
Temple said this type of derrick 


could be used to drill to a depth 
of 15,000 feet. 
The West-end construction ex- 


pert started work on this derrick 
last November and it was complet- 
ed, but not assembled in April. 
Cold and wet weather slowed work 
for days at a time or the job 
probably would have been complet- 
ed sooner, he said. 
The derrick and sub-structure 


were completely assembled 
and 
painted by mid-May and moved off 
a short time later. 
In the Southern Mississippi oil 


field, Temple ran into his first 
setting-up trouble he's ever had. 
with any of his derricks. 
He said the derrick was built 


for gasoline engines and when he 
arrived he found the gas engines 
were busy at another location. A 
steam engine was tied on and the 
erratic pulling power brought out 
some weaknesses In the A-frame. 
"All along", Temple said, "I felt 
that crown block was too 
heavy 


for the structure, but that's what 
the company ordered and I was 
sure it would be okay under right 
conditions." 
When the derrick started to rise, 
under the steam engine power, a 
portion of .the A-frame buckled. 
"We let it back down," Temple 


said, "arid re-inforced the A-frame. 
From there on in we had no trouble 
at all." 


In explaining the operations of 
the jackknife derrick, the builder 
said the same cables which 
are 


used for raising and lowering the 
structure are used during drilling 
operations. 


"The cables are strung while the 
structure is on the ground," he 


said, "and tied Into 
the 
power 
equipment." 
During the construction of the 


143-foot job, Temple used as many 
as three extra men. He and Ivy 
Stephens, 1815 West First avenue 
are working alone on the 94-footer 
now under construction, 
The derrick now being built Is 
the second Temple has constructed 
for the Wise Drilling Account. He 
said he thought he'd have this com- 
pleted In about two weeks. 
The derrick now under con- 
struction weighs 15,000 pounds, 
Including a 
3,000-pound crown 


block. The sub-structure weighs 
12,000 pounds. This will be used 
for drilling depths of 2,600 to 3,- 
000 feet, Temple said. 
Temple follows no plans or dia- 


grams while building his derricks 
He studies othe'r derricks, notes 
Important factors, and then chan 
ges and improves these points and 
incorporates them In his own con 
struction jobs. 


"When a company orders a der- 
rick," he said, "I find out wha 
they want, how big it Is to be 
what depths it will be used at, ant 
what type of machinery they'll em- 
ploy. 


"Then I build it to fit their needs 
and their machinery." 


Asked if he had any more orders 


after the present derrick is com- 
pleted, he said: 


"Well, no. I sort of hope to take 
it easy during the hot summer 
months. 


"My wife and I plan to 
meet 


some relatives In Colorado after a 
bit, arid then we may take a trip 
into Iowa and Ohio before we come 
back to Corsicana."'

The Book of Ruth is above all 


else a story of family loyalty and 
its rich rewards. 
This ancient 


idyl—one of the world's acknowl- 
edged literary treasures—lifts out 
of real life a domestic picture 
which preserves the heroism and 
fldelty and romance of the com- 
mon people. 
Setting Up a New Home. 
A Jewish 
peasant. 
Ellmclech, 


together with his wife, Naomi, 
and their two sons, leaves his na- 
tive land because of famine and 
settles in a foreign country of 
strange people and strange gods— 
the region of Moab, which is now 
ruled by King Abdullah. The sons 
marry native women—Orpah nad 
Ruth. The family is now well on 
the way to build a new life for it- 
self 
in a strange environment 


when suddenly disaster strikes. 
The father and the two sons die. 
The three women are left alone 
without any means of support. 
Should they separate, each going 
back to former home and 
fire- 


side, or should they try to stick 
it out together without breaking 
the precious family ties which 
have been built up over the years 
and are new their only possess- 
ion? 


The mother, Naomi, disillusioned 


and embittered by her misfortune 
urges the two girls to go back to 
their families. 
For herself, with- 
out home or relatives in'' Moab, 
her only hope is to go back to 
Israel. But there is no need for 
the girls to follow her. 
They 
have relatives In Moab. It would 
be a 
tremendous sacrifice for 
them to leave the homeland be- 
hind and take up life again in a 
strange country where they would 
be expected to worship a strange 
god. 


Hard Choices. 


Orpah, after tearful hesitation, 
takes Naomi's advice and goes 
back to her people, but Ruth, in 
a moving scene, decides to leave 
everything behind her and accom- 
pany her mother-in-law to Israel. 
"Entreat me not to leave thee," 
says Ruth to Naomi, " 
for 


whither thou goest, I -will go; and 
where thou lodgest, I will lodge; 
thy people shall be my people; 
and thy God my God. Where thou 
diest, will I die. and there will I 
be buried. Jehovah do so to me, 
and more also, if aught but death 
part thee and me." 


This is an astonishing demon- 
stration of family loyalty. Ruth, 
In a very real sense, gave up ev- 
erything to follow her mother-in- 
law. 
But what was the result? 
She found a full and gratifying 
new 
life. 
Loyalty, 
an 
always, 
brought a rich reward. 
Like all rural towns, Bethlehem 
was agog oer the return of Na- 
omi and full of sympathy for her. 
But there remained before the two 
women the bitter necessity 
of 
earning their living. 
No longer 
was there a manly arm to pro- 
vide for them. 
So Ruth, like 
countless 
other 
young 
women 


since, was faced with the prob- 
lem of being a.bread-winner. With 
Naomi's sage counsel to guide 
tier, she became a gelaner in the 
tields of Boaz, a rich kinsman of 
Bllmelech. 
She was 
favor 
of 


the harvesters as she toilsomely 
gathered the stray stalks of grain 
that they left behind in their 
primitive sickle-reaping. And she 
attracted the attention of Boaz, 
who . ordered special indulgences 
for her. 
Romance By Arrangement. 
Then, by a strategy born in the 
brain of her mother-in-law, she 
reminded Boaz of the duty of the 
next of kin to provide for a hus- 
bandless woman. 
Boaz took the 
matter before the elders for adjudi- 
cation—so were such matters de- 
termined, in Israel in the days of 
the Judges—and. a prior claim of 
another having been surrendered, 
Boaz took the fair-Ruth to be his 
wife. 


Soon the empty arms of Naomi 
were filled by a grandson. 
Life 
again took on its full meaning. 
Her bitterness was abated; though 
she could not know that the babe. 
Obed. whom she cherished, was 
destined to be the father of Jesse, 
and the 
grandfather 
of David, 
Israel's greatest king. 


All this' came to pass because of 
the loyal, noble, and selfess choice 
of Ruth. Little did she dream of 
the" glorious consequences of her 
noble fidelity and self-abnegation. 
No one knows whither the paths 
he elects may lead him. But we 
nay be sure that when we are 
true to our highest impulses and 
convictions we are on the road 
to undreamed blessing. 
Strange 
are 
the leadings of Providence but 


all who follow the dictates 
of 
love and loyalty will find them- 
selves ultimately rewarded beyond 
their expectations. 
In a day when many courtship 
customs place young people in dire 
moral peril, it is comforting to 
read a noble tale of clean roman- 
tic love such as one finds set 
forth in the book of Ruth. 


"If only we strive to be pure and 
true, 


To each of us there will come 
an hour, 


When the tree of life will burst 
into flower, 


And rain at our feet a glorious 
dower, 


Of something grander than we 
ever knew." 


Human happiness has no per- 


fect security but freedom; 
free- 
dom none but virtue; virtue'none 
but knowledge and neither free- 
dom, virtue nor knowledge 
has 
any vigor or immortal hope ex- 
cep in the principle of the Chris- 
tian faith, and in the sanctions of 
the
